The Ohioan Speaks Flippantly of Secre- 
tary Foster and Has Some Things to 
Say About Sherman’s Great Speech— 
Democratic Idea on the Money Issue— 
Strictures Made Upon the Tariff—Frank- 
lin MacVeagh Delivers a Short Address 
While Introducing E, Burritt Smith, 


Huge pictures of Grover Cleveland and 
Adlai Stevenson leaned against either side of 
the proscenium arch at Central Music Hall 
last night. Above them floated the banners 
of Brazil, Sweden, Spain, Great Britain, Aus- 
tria, France, the United States, and the white 
and terra-cotta colors of Chicugo.

Savings Banks in Evidence. 


There are a lot of statistics here, but I will only 
read afew of them. I think the savings bank af- 
fords as fine an illustration of the effects of the 
tariff upon the workingmen of the country as 
anything we can find. They placed their savings 
in these savings banks, and I find that in 1560 we 
had 278 savings banks in the whole country. 
In 1890 we had 921. We had 693,000 depositors 
1860; we had 4,258,000 depositors in 

The amount deposited in 1860 was 

in 1890, $1,584,000, 000, Our 

capital in manufactures increased from $1,000,- 
000,000 to $3,500,000,000. One of the striking feat- 
ures wasin pig-iron. In 1860 we made 987,000 
tons, most of it charcoal iron for local purposes. 
In 1590 we had increased the quantity to 9.202, 
000 tons. The value of the iron made in 1860 was 
$20,000,000 ; in 1890, it was $151,000,000. The cost of 
a ton of pig-iron in 1560 was $21, and under a 
tariff which our Democratic friends say is a tax 
it was reduced in 1890 to 816.50 a ton. [Applause. ] 

Now, my friends, Ineed not follow up these 
statistics. I haven't the time to do it tonight if 
i wanted to. Any student if he desires can take 
the census reports on any industry and he will 
fina comparatively the same gain. 

Now, what else happened from 1860 to 18907 
Common labor advanced more than 100 per cent. 
People here before me and all about me remem- 
ber the price of common labor in 1860. It was 
about cents a day—37% to 60 cents a day. 
Skilled labor about SI a day. You know what it 
is now—common labor from $1.15 to $1.50 a day, 
skilled labor from $2 to 810 a day. The cost of 
living in that time has decreased about 15 per 
cent. These are the effects of the moral tariff 
bill or the protecfive policy applied to this coun- 
try for thirty years. 

_At the end of the thirty years there was nota 
single protected article but what was cheaper, 
sold for less price than it was when the principle 
of protection was applied. The cost of labor had 
doubled, The cost of living had been reduced 
about 15 per cent. No wonder this enormous gain 
in the savings banks of the country! 


Object of the McKinley Bill. 


So now, my friends, we come down to 1890 with 
these results, and the protectionists of the day 
said: We are consuming in this country more 
than two hundred millions’ worth of prod- 
ucts that we ought. to make at home.“ 
Among them was tinplate, $28,000,000 worth 
a year—woolen goods, iron, laces, linens, textile 
fabrics of all kinds,and plushes. The object of 
the McKinley bill was to extend this principle of 
protection so as to include these articles and thus 
introduce into this country these new industries. 
The contention of the Republican party in the 
passage of that bill was this: That we will create 
new industries in this country; we will furnish 
employment for labor in this country. We will 
thus maintain and perhaps enhance the price of 
labor in this country. 

The Democratic contention was that if you did 
this thing you would destroy commerce, you 
would raise the price of articles that people con- 
sumed, tnat labor would go down. I might read 
here a simple statement of our Democratic friends 
upon this subject. I will read from Gov. Flower, 
who is the conservative man in the Democratic 
party. He said: Mr. Speaker, it is probably 
unnecessary to say for the minority of this com- 
mittee that we non-concur in this cyclonic stone- 
wall bill. The reason whylI call it a cyclonic 
stonewall revision is ause out West they 
build their stone walls four feet high and six feet 
thick, so when a cyclone strikes them they blow 
over and they are taller than ever.“ [Applause. | 

That is very good. ‘So they have revised this 
tariff in every schedule save one or two, so it is 
higher than it is under the present tariff. They 
have attempted by it to festrict trade, to fix it so 
that the coast States cannot trade with any for- 
eign country, so We cannot get what we want 
from abroad. We do not propose to pay off in 
our agricuitural products and manufactures, so 
that in the future we will need no shipping and 
have no flag upon the sea. Thetheory of the ma- 
jority of the committee has been to so arrange 
the bill that between the thirty different nations 
with which this country trades there snall be no 
trade at all if they can possibly help it.“

asked. That great wealth is a trust fund. 


placed in their hands by the 
American people to pay higher wages, 
which they have never paid. In our State, 
County, and city assessments we endeavor to 
levy taxes on people in proportion to what 
they have. The tariff levies its burdens on 
consumption.“ 

The speaker gave statistics of incomes and 
savings as shown by the census and said no 
intelligent man would deny that the 
tariff increases the cost of liv- 
ing somewhat. The tariff costs 
the man whoss income is $400 annually 25 per 
cent of his income. But the man who has an 
income of $100,000 pays 244 percent. Not 
only that, but his accumulations of previous 
years escape taxation. 

So the tariff operates in the interest of the 
protected manufacturer,“ reasoned Mr. Smith. 
Right here is the secret of the vast accumula- 
tion of private fortunes. It is plain enough that 
a tax levied on consumption is the most in- 
iquitous of all taxes. The remedy lies in re- 
ducing the revenue to the needs of the gov- 
ernment. The Democratic party is standing 
up to its tariff of last June. After the cam- 
paign is over we intend to revise the tar- 
iff. We know now what revision 
of the tariff by its friends 
means. The great danger to American 
institutions lies in paternalism. We. began 
this tariff at 8½ per cent. It has gone steadi- 
ly upward till now it is 60 per cent.” 

Mr. Smith spoke of the demands made by 
the miners that the United States find a mar- 
ket for their silver, and ofthe farmers that 
oleomargarine be taxed out of existence and 
that the Treasury funds be loaned them at a 
nominal interest, and said this was what might 
be expected from protectionism. ‘‘We must call 
a halt, he continued.

Use for New Jersey Blue Mud.

FULTON OOUNTY TURNS OUT IN 
FORGE TO HEAR HIM SPEAK. 


Five Thousand Enthusiastic Voters Ap- 
plaud His Discussion of the Compulsory 
Education Issue—His Reply to News- 
paper Attacks—Democrats Fear the Re- 
sult in New York and Force Croker to 
Call Down the Braves—Estimates of the 
Registration and Probable Majority. 

Canton, III., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—There 
was atime when Fulton County was counted 
as one of the sure Democratic counties in the 
State. Itissaid that there are more cigars 
manufactured in Canton than in any other 
city in the State of Illinois, not barring Chi- 
eago, It is the manufacturmg center for 
some of the big agricultural implement fac- 
tories, too. If there was a man in the county 
who failed to come to Canton today the record 
is at fault. It was a cold, raw day, and people 
came well bundled. Gov. Fifer was late in 
arriving, it being 4 o’clock when his train 
pulled in. A thousand people met him at the 
depot and a band of old soldiers from the 
Military Tract Association of veterans acted 
as an escort of honor to the stand. Lieut.- 
Gov. Ray heli the crowd until the Governor 
arrived, and he made a speech that riveted at- 
tention upon the free trade fallacies of the 
Democratic party. . 

It was no easy matter to get the Governor 
on the stand, the people, soldiers, merchants, 
and coal miners crowding around his carriage 
for a friendly handshake and a word of cheer. 
After ten minutes’ hard work, however, he 
appeared in front of 5,000 cheering men and 
women and smilingly bowed his acknowledg- 
ments. Then they shouted louder and waved 
their arms. 

In his speech here today Gov. Fifer paid 
his respects to the Democratic papers in St. 
Louis and Chicago that today by inference 
accused him of carrying water on both shoul- 
ders in the school fight, and took occasion to 


denounce such malignant attacks upon him. 


The Governor was interrupted in the open- 
ing by the cries of 1,000 tin horns, which 
moved him to remark that tin had become so 
cheap under the McKinley law that even the 
poorest cculd afford to buy a horn. He pre- 
dicted a great victory in November, saying 
that he believed the intelligence of the people 
would assert itself. 

No Longer a Democratic Province, 


He said he was reminded that Fulton County 
was a Democratic province, and was inter- 
rupted by loud protests from the crowd. He 
said he expected a good account from Canton 
in November, and asserted that he had no in- 
tention of abusing Democrats, He wanted 
them to vote the Republican ticket 
and he believed that many of them 
would doso. The dead issues in the State of 
four years ago were referred to and then he 
asked what was the uppermost issue this year. 
The school question, and it was an issue be- 
cause of the trickery and chicanery of Demo- 
cratic leaders in the last House of Represent- 
atives, who refused to give the House an op- 
portunity to settle the matter. It had been sug- 
gested that he ought to refer to the matter in 
Canton and he proceeded to give a briet history 
of the enactment of the Compulsory Educa- 
tion law, his own recommendation to the last 
Legislature to repeal the obnoxious features 
of it, and the trick by which Speaker Crafts 
had prevented its settlement. He placed 
himself squarely upon the platform of the 
Republican party, and insisted that the Ger- 
man Lutherans were good people and that the 
Republican party had no purpose to crush 
out the private or parochial schools of the 
State. e deciarcd himself unequivocally fa- 
vorable to compulsory education, a statement 
that set the audience to cheering. He con- 


tinued: 

Now there is where we differ with the Demo- 
crats this year. They want the law repealed and 
propose nothing to take its pice They are will- 
ing that the children of shiftless, or vicious, or 
even ignorant parents should grow up in vice and 
ignorance to our poorhouses and prisons with 
paupers and criminals. The Republican party 
speaks with no uncertain voice on this question. 
It is in favor of the repeal of the present law and 
the enactment of another compulsory education 
law that will in no wise interfere with the private 
and parochial schools of those who pay their 
share of the school taxes to maintain the public 
schools of the State. The Democratic platform 
and candidates are for the repeal of the law, 
and there they stop. It is for the 
deliberate intelligent judgment of the people of 
the State to say what they want at the polis next 
month. I believe in education. The government 
can be no stronger, no more patriotic than the 
— themselves. As a rule offlceholders are no 

tter than the people that elect them to office. 
Rascals occasionally creep in, but they don't ro- 
main long and you will find that if the people 
keep a rascal in office long that they are no better 
than their servant who holds the office. 


Charged with Double Dealing. 


Certain Democratic newspapers of the State 
have for some time sought to make it appear that 
I have been playing double on the school ques- 
tion. They charge that I have made certain 
declarations in secret which differ from my pub- 
lic utterances. Two Democratic newspapers of 
today, one published in Chicago and the other in 
St. Louis, have made this charge by insinuation. 
The last attempt to prove double dealing on my 
part reminds me of the old fable of the mountain 
in labor and the outcreeping of a mouse. In my 
message to the last Legislature’ I recom- 
mended that the objectionable features of 
the‘law be repealed. The Republican party in its 
last State convention inserted a plank in the 
platform on the school guestion. This same con- 
vention nominated me for Governor and in my 
speech of acceptance I placed myself squarely 
upon the platform of my party, and in all my 
public utterances since that time I have echoed 
the sentiments in regard to the school question 
that I there expressed. Iwill say now, as I have 
said many times before, chat at no time or place, 
to nobody, either in public or private, have 
I ever uttered any sentiment different on the 
school question from those contained in my 
speech of acceptance and my other public utter- 
ances. These repeated attempts to show double 
dealing on my part only prove that a man worth 
$2,000,000 or 8.000.000 can accomplish a great deal 
in the politics of a single State. Noone who 
would be guilty of the double dealing charged, 
against me is fit to the Executive of a great 
Commonwealth, and I will say frankly if any 
citizen of Illinois believes that | am guilty of the 


treachery charged in these Democratic newspa- 


pers he ought not to vote for me. I propose to 
meet these false charges at the ballot-box next 
month witb the sober, intelligent judgment of the 
veople of Lilinois. 

After a short address on labor and mining 
legislation the Governor closed his speech, 
which was punctuated with loud demonstra- 
tions of approval from the crowd. Mr. Hertz 
followed in a brief address and answered 
questions from the crowd in regard to charges 
made by Democratic newspapers against Alt- 
geld. At night Peoria, Galesburg, Lemont, 
and a dozen small towns sent in delegations, 
and the Republicans captured the town. Gen. 
Post addressed a great audience on nattonal 
issues. He also made a stirring speech on the 
qualifications on the Republican and mo- 
cratic candidates for Governor, taking for his 
text the charges of treachery against Altgeld 
by Dem ocratic papers.

The local market opened 
strong, with some stocks showing considera- 
ble advances, but the first prices -were the 
highest of the day.. New York exchange sold 
at par to 25 cents premium.—There was a 
slight improvement in the leading markets at 
Chicago yesterday. Unfavorable crop reports 
were largely responsible for the advance in 
grain. As compared with the latest prices of 
the previous day May wheat closed g cent 
higher, corn 1 cent higher, oats & cent higher, 
cash rye g cent lower, barley steady, flax 1 
. cent higher, January pork steady, lard 24 
cents lower, and ribs firm. 


Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 8,967,000 bushels 
of wheat, 6,355,000 bushels of corn, 2,595,000 
bushels of oats, 412,000 bushels of rye, and 
225,000 bushels of barley. Total, 18,554,000 
bushels of all kinds of grain, against 6,835,860 
bushels a year ago. Forthe same date the 
Sectetary of the Chicago Board of Trade states 
the visible supply of grain in the United States 
and Canada as 59,402,000 bushels of wheat, 
12,753,000 bushels of corn, 8,354,000 bushels of 
Oats, 1,002,000 bushels of rye, and 2,097,000 
bushels of barley. These figures are larger 
than the corresponding ones a week ago by 
4,312,000 in wheat and 586,000 in corn. 
The visible supply of wheat for the cor- 
responding week a year ago increased 3, 605, 
287 bushels.

DEATH OF MRS. HARRISON. 

The tidings ot Mrs. Harrison’s death will be 
received with profound sorrow throughout the 
country. Though not unexpected, the sense 
of regret will be none the Jess keen nor the ex- 
pression of sympathy less sincere. The great 
heart of the American people, who have 
prayed that this cup of bitterness might pass 
from the President’s lips, will turn with ten- 
derness and unfeigned sorrow to the bereaved 
survivor in his ideal home and sympathize 
with him in his time of bereavement. Politi- 
etil clamor will be hushed and partisan resent- 
ments will be forgotten as the people behold 
their honored Chief Executive sitting alone in 
that home, which but a few short months ago 
was one of the happiest in ail this broad land, 
vainly trying to reconcile himself to his irrep- 
arable loss. 

Mrs. Harrisor as the wife of the President 
had proved herself eminently fitted for her 
high social position as the first lady of the 
land. She had satisfied the most rigid tests 
of public scrutiny, and though naturally 
averse to the conventionalities and exactions 
of fashionable life and the incessant contact 
with new people required by her position she 
had carried herself in society with dignity 
and quiet grace, and displayed a womanly 
strength of character and kindlmess in per- 
sonal contact which commended her to all 
who knew her. Although domestic in 
her nature and devoted to simple ob- 
servances, she was eminently qualified to 
be the mistress of the White House and to 
grace every occasion however exacting its re- 
quirements might be. It was a trying posi- 
tion, especially fora woman of Mrs. Harri- 
son’s temperament and habits of life, but it 
is all the more to her credit that she filled it 
so gracefully and performed its duties so well. 
She was the first lady of the land by virtue of 
being the wife of the President, but she was 
more the first lady of the land by virtue of 
her noble womanhond, 

It is from the latter point of view that she 
will be the most lovingly and tenderly remem- 
bered. The conventionalities and formalities 
of the society into which she was brought by 
the elevation of her husband to the Presi- 
dency are but superficial and involve no test 
of character. For that we must look to the 
home, and where has there been a home of 
more abundant sweetness and felicity. From 
the time whea the two met, almost as school- 
boy and schoolgirl, there has been no weak- 
ening of the tie between them. She was his com- 
panion, his best friend and helpmeet in every 
position she was called upon to fill from 
the little cottage in Indianapolis where they 
began life together to the White House at the 
National Capital. She was always the queen 
of the home, and whether that home were the 
cottage or the White House it was filled with 
the evidences of her taste and culture, illumi- 
nated with constant love and conjugal har- 
mony, and made beautiful by the presence of 
a strong, true, pure, and dignified woman, so- 
licitous for the welfare of all in the home and 
displaying a generous and charitable nature 
which was always reaching out to help the 
unfortunate. 

It is from this standpoint of the home life 
that the tenderest sympathy will go out to the 
bereaved husband. Official expressions of 
that sympathy will come none the less spon- 
taneously because they are due to the exalted 
office he occupies, but the warmest, tenderest, 
and most loving remembrances will come 
from American homes. For her noble wom- 
anhood she will be longest and most lovingly 
held in memory. All that is beautiful and 
sacred in the home life she represented, and 
it is in those relations that she stands as a re- 
splendent example for imitation by every 
true-minded woman. It is only from those 
relations, now cruelly severed, that the grief 
of the President can be estimated, and in the 
dark shadow of that grief wili come a loving 
message of pity and a tender expression of 
sympathy which will be none the less heart- 
Folt because they may not personally reach 
him.

THE LATEST DEMOCRATIC ROORBACH. 

The Democrats believed at the beginning of 
the campaign that they could carry the State 
on the Edwards law. In order to break the 
force of the deciarations of the Republican 
party and Gov. Fifer that it should and would 
be repealed, Mr. Altgeld kept on repeating 
that the Republicans were insincere and that 
Gov. Fifer had pledged himself to a secret so- 
ciety that if elected he would not allow that 
law to be repealed. Mr. Altgeld was called 
on to give the evidence of the truth of his al- 
legations and failed to do so. The German 
Lutherans, becoming convinced that the 
school question was out of politics, and pre- 
ferring the attitude of the Republican party, 
because it not only means to repeal the obnox- 
ious parts of the Edwards law but to enact a 
satisfactory compulsory education measure 
for public schools, have been steadily return- 
ing to the organization to which most of them 
always belonged, and giving up the idea of 
voting for Altgeld, who represents political 
principles utterly antagonistic to their views. 

This is driving the Democratic officeseekers 
wild, and they have resorted to the following 
device to excite the Germans and make them 
believe that they are being betrayed by Gov. 
Fifer. They have printed a letter written by 
a Chicagoan named Gamet, who is alleged to 
be the President of a secret society calling 
itself the Patriotic Order of the Sons of Amer- 
ica, in reply to a series of decoy letters ad- 
dressed to him by a reporter for a Democratic 
paper, the design being to get from him some 
expression of opinion about Gov. Fifer and 
the Edwards law. One of the assertions in 
the alleged letter is: 

Answering your last letter will say [ know Gov. 
* never sign a bill repealing the Comp. 


His views Iam familiar with and personally 
know how he stands on thegjuestion. 


The reply of Tax Turn is that, assuming 
the letter to be genuine, Mr. Gamet states a 
falsehood when he says Gov. Fifer will not 
sign a bill to repeal the Edwards law. When 
Mr. Gamet makes such an assertion as that he 
shows that he is not familiar with Gov. Fifer’s 
views, has not read his public speeches, and 
does not know how he stands on the question. 
The Governor has stated publicly and private- 
ly over and over that he will sign such a bill. 
He has denied the truth of Mr. Altgeld’s al- 
legation that he had made a compact with any 
secret society, and that positive declaration 
cannot be discredited by auy statement made 
by Mr. Gamet. It would be the political and 
social ruin of any man to violate the pledges 
Gov. Fifer has given. : 

Gov. Fifer objects to all those sections of 
the Edwards law which confer on the political 
directors of public schools the authority to 
“approve” private or parochial schools or to 
interfere with them, or dictate their manage- 
ment or studies or length of their terms or 
when they shall open and close their schools. 


In short, he does not believe that public school 


directors should have power to interfere with 
the private and religious schools but should 
devote their attention to the tax-supported

UNFRIENDLY CONDUCT TOWARDS CHIi- 
CAGO. 

It is astonishing, the display of malice and 
harboring of resentment which still charac- 
terize some New York papers and which have 
been let loose again upon the occasion of last 
week’s dedication ceremonies in this city. 
Even that staid and respectable old newspaper, 
the Utica Herald, from which better things 
were expected, assails Chicago with all the 
coarse and vulgar garrulity of a fishwife, and 
charges it with nearly every offense in the cal- 
endar and witha bewildermg variety of al- 
leged shortcomings, not one of which existed 
except in its own malicious imagination. 

This Utica common scold frst assaila Chi- 
cago because a year ago or more there was 
talk of a divided site. Tus Trisunz submits 
that this is antiquated history; that Chicago 
did not insist upon the divided site; and that 
it was not outside pressure but the people of 
Chicago who finally placed the whole Fair 
upon one site. The next charge is that a hitch 
between the local and national management 
resulted in the retirement of President Baker. 
Mr. Baker withdrew from his office because 
he was worn out with eighteen months of in- 
cessant work for the Fair and because his 
personal interests needed his attention. The 
remaining charges against Chicago are con- 
tained in the following extract, which has a lie 
in every line: 

In the first place Chicago during the last few 
days has shown its inability to accommodate a 
crowd as large as that which New York easily 
handled last week. It is true that the Lake City 
has not the advantage of adjacent large munici- 
palities that our metropolis has. Bat it has any 
amount of room, and certainly has had time 
enough to make proper use of & 
Iustoad it has not oven provided 
tor adequate transportation facilities. The 
money-making spirit, however, has been domi- 
nant despite the inability to give value received. 
In fact. it has developed to the extreme of extor- 
uon. Prominent strangers who had contracted 
for rooms in leading hotels found when they ar- 
rived that they had been sold to those who of- 
fered a higher price. In fact, the majority of the 
residents plucked visitors right and left with ap- 
parently no regard for the effect it would have on 
the steadier business next year. 

The opening ball was simply a struggling mass 
of people, each of whom was trying to get the 
best of it without regard For his neighbor. Dur- 
ing the civic parade the police appeared to be un- 
able to control the crowds, although they used 
their clubs on even women and children. There 
was better order yesterday, because the military 
parade was confined to the southern portion of 
the city. And this arrangement drew forth a 
most clamorous protest from the North Town peo- 
ple, who wanted one more chance at the pockets 
of the visitors. 

The item in the above as to ball is an in- 
sulting misdescription of an elegant social 
affair. ne charge that policemen clubbed 
women and children is worse than misstate- 
ment. It is a lie and is only equaled by the 
Boston Herald, which pictured the policemen 
picking up tender infants and hurling them 
right and left through the air. The charge of 
inability to handle the crowd is false. All 
who were here were housed and fed. Next 
year they will be cared for still better, asa 
hundred new hotels will then be running 
which were not open Oct. 21, because it would 
be absurd to open them for two or three days 
and then have them lie idle for six months. 
Accommodations next year will be multiplied 
over and over again. The same is true of the 
means of transportation. They were not in- 
sufficient, 
perfected yet. The Utica Herald to the 
contrary notwithstanding the dedication 
program was carried out with complete suc- 
cess. On Friday last over 150,000 people 
went to Jackson Park without any difficulty. 
There have been no exorbitant charges made 
by hotels or restaurants. There may have 
been here or there a policeman who was un 
necessarily harsh in doing his duty, but that is 
true everywhere where there are great crowds 
to be handled. The Vice-President, the Gov- 
ernors, the invited guests, and the Fair offi- 
eials were united in their praise of Chicago 
for the handsome manner in which it. acquit- 
ted itself upon an occasion which was un- 
precedented. As Mr. Higinbotham well said: 
Never before has any city had such a gigantic 
task to perform, so many distinguished guests 
to entertain, or so great an enterprise to set 
in operation, and yet Chicago has discharged 
her duty nobly.“ 

Tus Tänuxx shrewdly suspects that those 
people who profess to be so sorely disap- 
pointed were disappointed because they 
wanted to be and hoped to be, and that only 
those newspapers criticise Chicago who are 
ite enemies and who would like to see things 
as bad as they pretend they are.

Under the operation of that wise pol- 
icy there has been and is a chance for every 
able-bodied man to get work who wants to 
labor for wages, and thus be the means not 
only of supporting himself and family but of 
employing another man to work in this coun- 
try instead of in Europe, as the Democrats 
would have it could they prevail at the elec- 
tions. 

There is no other feature of the Republican 
policy which has the breadth, the statesman- 
ship, the grasp, the comprehensive sweep of 
this arrangement, which gives to every man 
in this country who wantsto work employ- 
ment at good rates of compensation and per- 
mits the profitable use of capital in finding 
the worker employment.

THE WORLD'S FAIR SUNDAYS. 

President Higinbotham made an excellent 
plea at the Columbian exercises at Trinity M. 
E. Church night before last in behalf of that 
restful opening of the Fair Sundays, which 
the people want, but which Congress has said 
unwisely shall not be given to them. His ar- 
gument omitted, however, one or two essen- 
tial points which should not be lost sight of. 
Tus Trisunge has put the case as follows on 
previous occasions, and is of the same opinion 
still: 

It is proposed that the Fair shail bea 
“still” one Sunday, differmg as much 
from the active and bustling displays of the 
other six days of the week as the show win- 
dows of a store differ Sunday from the 
life and labor of that store on week days. 
The Sunday exhibition which the directors 
wish to give does not differ from that given 
now at Jackson Park, except that visitors 
would see the inside of the buildings, where 
they now see only thé outside. The Exposi- 
tion would be as restful on a June Sunday as 
it is now on an October one. The machinery 
would not be running. The whirling spin- 
dles and the turning wheels would be still. 
The guards and police would be on duty to 
preserve good order and quiet ard prevent any 
depredations by evil-minded persons. 

Nor would this opportunity for recreation 
given to the multitude be accompanied by 
extra labor for others. There must be watch- 
men and policemen on the grounds and in 
the buildings, even though admission is denied 
to all. There are many wicked people in the 
city who are just as ready to break in and 
steal on a Sunday as on a week day. To keep 
them in order a certain number of policemen 
will have to be on guard. A number will have 
to be on duty whether the Fair is kept open in 
a restful manner cn that day or 1s closed. ~ 

Since no one will be deprived of his Sunday 
by the opening of the Fair in the above man- 
ner, and since to visit it when it is at rest is no 
more offensive to the mass of the community 
than the now prevalent custom of visiting the 
parks Sundays for recreation, and since no 
one can be injured or disturbed by the pres- 
ence of visitors at such a Fair, why should not 
it be open? 

As there is nothing immoral in what is pro- 
posed by the directors, and as those who do 
not wish to attend the Fair on the first day of 
the week will not be forced to do s0—no one 
has the least intention of compelling them to 
go in—why should they insist that others who 
do want to goin to see a restful and recrea- 
tive Sunday Exposition shall not be allowed 
to? When A does not collar B to drag him, 
why should B collar A to keep him from en- 
tering? Is not this a free country of equal 
rights? 

The unwise action of Congress is the result 
of a misapprehension. Had that body and the 
people generally understood that the kind of 
open Fair intended did not differ from an 
open park, where men, women, and children 
simply stroll around and look at pleasing ob- 
jects, there would have been no clamor for 
blue law legislation and no blue law would 
have been passed. When the matter is better 
understood it will be repealed.

DUTIES OF ELECTION JUDGES TODAY. 

Last Tuesday many of the clerks and 


— 


judges of election failed in their duties in vari- 


ous respects. The law, for instance, requires 
that the applicants for registration shall be 
sworn before being questioned as to their 
qualifications. In several precincts of the 
First, Sixth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, and 
Twenty-fourth Wards the applicants were not 
sworn. There should be no such mistakes to- 
day. Again, the law requires that in the case 
of naturalized citizens the date of the issue of 
their naturalization papers, the places from 
which they are issued, shall be made matters of 
record on the registry books before the voter is 
marked qualified. No attention was paid 
to this plain instruction of the law in certain 
precincts of the Sixteenth Ward, where Re- 
publican as well as Democratic clerks, judges, 
and supervisors accepted ex-Constable Kiol- 
bassa’s dictum instead of following the law. 
This should be corrected today. 

Every applicant must, be sworn before be- 
ing questioned, whether it be Mayor Wash- 
burne, Gen. Miles, Franklin MacVeagh, or 
Michael Muldoon, Antonio Spoletti, or Sobe- 
iski Androhnovickj. There must be no dis- 
tinction of persons. The examination, espe- 
cially in the case of naturalized citizens, 
ought to be full and clear. Intelligent an- 
swers ought to be demanded, and if not given 
the voter should not be marked qualitied.” 
Under the law raturalized voters must 
tell the date of their naturalization papers, 


| should be especially careful as to the date of 


the court in which they were naturalized, 
and the place of their birth. The judges 


naturalization and the court. It is notorious 
that many persons during recent years have 
been furnished with bogus naturalization 
papers in this county. Such persons are not 
entitled to registration. A littio sharp ques- 
tioning today may disclose some interesting 
facts about those bogus papers. Indefinite 
answers should not be accepted. No foreign- 
born person who has been properly natural- 
ized will fail to tell definitely when and where 
he obtained his final papers. Again, ward 
workers in their zeal for the success of their 
party often tell foreign-born persons that 
they can be registered and can vote, having 
received first papers only. The fact that this 
is the case in Wisconsin and in Indiana lends 
some sort of force to the argument of the 
ward workers in question. It will be the duty 
of the judges under the circumstances to 
make inquiry as to the character of the papers 
held by the foreign-»orn applicant for regis- 
tration. : 

The registration today will not average 
more than fifty per precinct. The judges will 
have ample time for a proper performance of 
their duties. Where they do not act in ac- 
cordance with the law the supervisors of 
election, appointed by the Federal Court, 
may intervene and question the applicant. 
The law provides that they may challenge any 
person offering to register and personally in- 
spect and scrutinize the registry book, and for 
purposes of identification affix their signatures 
to each page of the registry and of each copy 
of the list of registered voters in such a man- 
ner as willin their judgment detect and expose 
the improper or wrongful removal therefrom 
or addition thereto of any name.“ It is the 
duty of the supervisors to use all due diligence 
in the performance of these duties so as to se- 
cure an honest and legal registration. 

Every good citizen is interested in having 
such a registration, and wherever there ap- 
pear to be infractions of the law tending to 
looseness and fraud on the part of the officers 
of election, whether State or Federal, report 
should be made to the proper authorities.

A WORD TO ELECTION CLERKS. 

The following paragraph of the instructions 
issued to clerks of election by the Election 
Commissioners is well calculated to deceive: 
1. The canvass contemplated by law should be 
made by the two clerks acting together: Under 
no circumstances, except as provided by law (see 
Sec. 46, Election law), shall either clerk make the 
canvass alone. ‘ 

In the first place the instruction appears to 
say that the canvass must be made by the two 
clerks. It will be so construed. The excep- 
tion is put in a vague way. The reference to 
Sec. 46, which occupies a page and a half of 
the Election law pamphlet furnished the 
judges and clerks, is indefinite. The purport 
of the paragraph is to impress on the clerks 
that either of them may not make the canvass 
alone. Now that is not the meaning of the 
law. If it were, on6 of the clerks could pre- 
vent a canvass and thus aid in the stuffing of 
the registry. The law makes distinct pro- 
vision against that. It provides as follows: 

Either of said clerks shall have the power and 
right of bothin the matter pertaining to such 
canvass, except that both are required to go to- 
gether and make such canvass; but in case either 
refuses and neglects to go and make such canvass 
as aforesaid, then the other may make such can- 
vases alone. 


It is to be hoped that the Republican clerks 
will bear this last provision of the law well in 
mind, and that they will not permit them- 
selves to be obstructed by the Democratic 
clerks in making the canvass required. 

The following instruction of the Election 
Board is in direct conflict with the law and 
ought to be entirely ignored: 

The canvassers, or one of them, shall make out 
acopy of the list of names of parties checked 
and to whom suspect notices were sent, and de- 
liver such copy to the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners on or before 10 o’clock a. m. Friday. Oct. 
28, 1892, 

There is nothing in the law which author- 
izes such an instruction. On the contrary, the 
statute provides that the clerks of election 
shall send suspect notices through the mails 
about the time the Commissioners want them 
to make the lists mentioned above. The law 
says: 

Such notice to be sent through the mail 
must be mailed not later than 10 o’clock Fri- 
day morning of the week of such canvass.” 
(In this-case Friday, Oct. 28, 1892, 10 a. m.) 

It is generally agreed that the time for the 
canvass, between Wednesday morning and 
Thursday evening, and thetime for sending 
out notices, from Thursday evening till Friday 
morning, isshort enough. The clerks can 
spare no portion of that time to fool away in 
making up lists of suspects for the accommo- 
dation of Billy Asay or Larry Boyle, or to 
satisfy the curiosity of Mr. English, Mr. 
Hutchings, or Mr. Schweisthal. There is no 
sense in calling on them to make the lists re- 
ferred to in these instructions, and the clerks 
should not waste their time in making them.

Wken Mr. Altgeld told his audience that

Altgeld is an exception to all rules, His can- 
vass thus far has not been marked by one re- 
deeming and decent feature. 


Tue Decatur Republican says of Mr, Alt- 
geld: 

He has been running as a foreigner, and has on 
more than one occasion said that the foreign ele- 
ment would elect the next Governor—meaning 
himself. In every city he has tools appealing to 
national prejudices and religious prejudices in his

This Altgeld is the first candidate for the 


high and honorable office of Governor of Illi- 
nois of whom such things could be truthfully 
said, and it is to be hoped he will be the last 
one. During the seventy-four years since 
Illinois has been a State there have been many 
Gubernatorial candidates in this State. For 
most of that time the foreign vote was an im- 
portant one and well worth the getting. Let 
no man was demagogue enough and fool : 
enough to try to get it by insulting and alien- 
ating the native-born vote. No one ever tried 
the queer experiment of conciliating the 
father who was born abroad by sneering at 
his sons who were unfortunate enough to be 
born here. 
Mr. Altgeld is entitled to the unenviable 
prominence of being the first man to endeavor 
to introduce Cahenslyism into Illinois poli-

native-born, to persuade the former to form a 
political class by themselves, and to look on 
themselves as the superior element, intellect- 
ually, patriotically, and ia all other ways in 


the State. Others have often told those citi- 


zens who were born abroad that they were as 
good as anybody else. Mr. Altgeld is the first 
to tell them that they are better than the 
native-borns, whom he sneers at as nativ- 
iste.’ 

The election, which is only two weeks off, 
will tell what effect the preachingof this doc- 
trine of native inferiority will have on the 
Ainerican Democrats. Some of them may be 
willing to put up with that sort of talk or 
worse, so they can carry the election. There 
may be some, however, who will be so galled 
by the way in which they, their fathers, and 
their grandfathers are insulted that while 
voting the rest of the Democratic ticket they 
will show their disapproval of Altgeld's for- 
eign Know-Nothingism and his attempt to 
prevent the harmonious blending together of 
the different elements of the community by 
putting their X“ marks f against Fifer’s 
name and not against Altgeld’s.

FIFTY THOUSAND REPORTED DROWNED. 


Immense Territory Flooded by the Yellow — 


River in China. 

Sas Franctsco, Cal., Oct. 24.—Letters from 
China bring terrible accounts of the loss of 
life and property caused by the breaking of 
the banks of the Yellow River, which is aptly 
called China's Sorrow.“ It is only three 
years since the whole basin was flooded and 
now comes another fully as disastrous as the 


other. It is estimated that the flooded district 


is 100 miles long by thirty miles wide, that 
over 50,000 people have been drowned and 
that fully 1,000,009 will starve to death unless 
the Chinese Government furnishes them food 
from now until next spring. The work of 
strengthening the embankment of the river 
was poorly done three years ago and the high 
water this season swept away the banks as 
though they were made of straw. In several 
districts the water is fifteen feet deep and 
whole families are on the roofs of their 
houses. Only the more substantial structures 
resist the action of the water, the majority of 
houses crumbling away and carrying the 
wretched people to death.

In appearance Mrs. Harrison was a type of 
matronly beauty. In figure she showed the 
generosity of nature, and in mind nature’s 
equal beneficence, expanded by training in 
the acquirements of a liberal education, 
drawn from the broadest opportunities. A 
lavish growth of hair, silvered with the 
threads of a little over a half century of life, 
and fallmg in curly waves over a well 
shaped head and ending in a graceful 
coil, her regular features, and dark, expres- 
sive eyes formed a picture of ripened woman- 
hood. She had a voice softened by the in- 
stinct of a gentle nature, a gift of conversa- 
tion which, while animated, was thoughful. 

The tastes of Mrs. Harrison were in the di- 
rection of art. Her works in water colors are 
the evidences of her gifts and application to 
her favorite recreation. 

Mrs. Harrison was by nature strongly do- 
mestic and shrank from notoriety. These 
traits were little if at all modified by her resi- 
dence in the’ White House and her proud posi- 
tion as the first lady in the land. For her friends 
she had always a generous welcome, 
but she did not relish the scrutiny of the 
critical and coldly-curious, although much of 
this she was perforce from her position 
obliged to endure, She was always equal 
to every social demand, and by her winning 
manner and sympathetic utterances succeed- 
ed in making and retaining an unusually 
large number of warm friendships. But the 
calls of society were with her second in im- 
portance to the deeds and duties of a wife, 
mother, and daughter, and it was in the do- 
mestic sphere that she shone with the 
brightest light. She wished everybody around 
her to be happy and to that end she gave her 
best efforts. She desired to earn and keep 
the love of her family and her personal 
friends, so her goodned, sympathy, and strong 
home instincts were dominant characteristics. 


HER EVENNESS OF TEMPER, 


What Friends of Mrs. Harrison Have to 
Say of Her Character. 
Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 24.—A woman who 
was well acquainted with Mrs. Harrison 
speaks as follows of her personal character: 


The greatest charm in Mrs. Harrison’s disposi- | 


tion was her strong common sense, her evenness 
of temper, her willingness to oblige, and the kind- 
ly thought for everybody else which dominated 
every act. She cultivated the faculty 
of saying a happy thing of everybody 
and repressed the strong inclination to say the 
witty things which always came so easy to her for 
fear she might unwittingly offend a sen- 
sitive person. Her high position did 
not change her in the slightest degree 
unlees it were to make her 
feel more than ever willing to give up her private 
inclinations to do that which was expected from 
her by the public, In fact, the people who 
knew Mrs. Harrison when her husband was 
in the Senate could find no change 
in her when she came to the White House, save 
that the passing years had silvered her soft brown 
hair. Mrs. Harrison was the same—kind and 
thoughtful for everybody, great and small—and 
the friends of her early days in Washingtun were 
her friends to the last. 

She waa probably one of the most industrious 
mistresses the White House has ever had. 
Her own method of life was so simple that 
it gave her more time than  ordina 
rily comes to persons in higu places to de- 


vote to things she liked best. She was 


a constant reader of the best literature and de- 
voted to her brush. She has been a diligent 
pupil for several years in the study of a china 
painter, and her talent was often displayed in the 
gifts she made her friends at the holiday period, 

In carrying out the hospitalities of the White 
House she has never been excelled. She presided 
with easy dignity and grace upon these 
occasions and omitted no detail that 
would add to the pleasure of 
these attending them. She carried out to the 
letter the written and unwritten laws of the house 
and did as much more as it was possible to do 
within the limits of each season.

The Harrisons have been always noted for 
their hospitality.

GOVERNMENT OF THE EXPOSITION. 


Commissioner St. Clair Prepares Rules to 
Be Submitted to the Commission Today. 
Commissioner St. Clair’s rules, which will 

be presented to the commission today, recite 

in the beginning the hours for the opening 
and closing of the gates and the prices of ad- 

‘mission as set forth in the rules submitted by 

the directory. Then follow twenty-three 

rules governing the allotment of space and 
installation as set forth by the Director-Gen- 
eral and previously printed. 

Mr. St. Clair makesan important point by 
announcing that the Department of Trans- 
portation should be organized under the Di- 
rector of Works. Col. Davis has always cov- 
eted this work. Next follow rules previvusly 
promulgated. These are succeeded by eighty- 
two rules for the government of the Colum- 
bian Guard. The Fire, Department is cov- 
ered in sixty rules. All employés in both 
these branches are to be nominated by Direc- 
tor of Works Burnham and Commandant Rice 
of the Columbian Guards, The Director- 
General will name none of the 3,000 employés 
on the grounds. 

The Director-General is empowered to ap- 
point janitors. They shall be under the direc- 
tion of the chiefs in charge of such buildings. 
Up to this time the Director of Works haa ap- 
pointed janitors. The emergency hospital 
service is placed under the control of the Di- 
rector of Works. No medicines or services 
are to be sold. Each is free, but patients 
must be removed at the earliest moment. 
The rules governing the supply of electricity, 
steam power, and compressed air are made 
subject to modification by the Director-Gen- 
eral and Director of Works. The introduc- 
tion of authority by tne Director-General is 
an innovation upon the wishes of the di- 
rectory, which hus considered that the Di-

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RULES ARE DISCUSSED 


WORLD'S FAIR AUTHORITIES SEEM 
LIKELY TO DISAGREE. 


National Commissioners Dissatisfied with 
Regulations Submitted by the Directory 
~Intimation That Rules Are Held Back 
in Order to Circumvent the National 
Body—Gov. Holt Dedicates North Caro- 
lina State Building—Board of Directors 
Favor a Liberal Arts Building. 

Members of the National Commission threw 
out their skirmish lines yesterday for another 
battle with the Board of Directors. This 
prothises to be a serious fight, and it is over 


the question of adopting a set of rules for the 


administration of the Exposition next year. 

These rules must originate from the Board 
of Directors. The commission expected to 
get a full set yesterday afternoon, but it 
didn’t. A few general rules, taken mostly 
from those promulgated by the Director- 
General, were received, and then there was a 
small indignation meeting because rules for 
the entire administration had not been given. 
The difficulty hinges on Sec. 7 of the Act of 
Congress, which is as follows: 

That after the plans for said Exposition shall 
be prepared by said corporation and approved by 
said commission, the rules and ulations of 
said corporation governing rates fer entrance 
and admission fees, or otherwise affecting the 
rights, privileges, or interests of the exhibiters or 
F 

subject, ho - 
— 14 — may be imposed by a majority of 
said Commissioners. 

One Commissioner said the directors were 
holding back the rules until after the commis- 
sion should adjourn, and would then adopt such 
as it might se fit, and leave the national body 
out in the cold. It cannot meet again until 
next April, but before the end of the discus- 
sion yesterday it was practically decided that 
the commission should take the rules sub- 
mitted and modify them. This modifica- 
tion, said a Commissioner, will be 80 
thorough as to cover the entire subject.“ 

There is little reason to doubt this, because 
Commissioner St. Clair had a set of working 
rules which he had compiled himself. St. 
Clair’s rules are in a fair way to be adopted. 

Said Commissioner St. Clair: We must 
have fixed charges for the information of in- 
tending exhibiters. The work of installation 
cannot begin without these rules. Foreign 
governments will not do a thing without know- 
ing what the fixed charges are. 

**T have read Sec. 7 carefully, said Com- 
missioner Martindale of Indiana, and have 
thought that if the Board of Directors does 
not make rules it is our duty to do so. Weare 
not limited to what they propose.“ 

The new matter in the rules submitted by 
the directory provided that the gates of the 
Exposition should be open from 8 o’clock un- 
til 7 to visitors, and an admission fee of 50 
cents be charged. Children under 6 years 


| will be admitted free. On special days the 


gates may be kept open until 11 o’clock at 
night. There was a clause providing that the 
gates be kept closed Sunday unless a change 
** be authorized by competent authority. Who 
is competent to make the change is not speci- 
fied. Passes are to be issued to all persons 
officially connected with Exposition work 
either in Chicago or the States. Government 
officials at Washington and Governors of 
States will also be given passes. One accred- 
ited representative of each of the leading 
newspapers is also to be given a pass. 

World’s Fair directors do not take the same 
view of the necessity of making rules at pres- 
ent as that entertained by the National Com- 
mission. President Higinbotham, after the 
meeting of the directory yesterday, set forth 
its position as follows: 

*“*The law does not say when we shall make 
rules. Some of them we can’t make till next 
year. What we can’t fix now it will be the 
business of the Council of Administration to 
fix. The directors can’t go into details now. 
I think that when the commission has consid- 
ered it they will decide that the Council of 
Administration has power to deal with rules. 
Any rules in addition to those we sent in are 
so much in detail that we can’t tell now what 
they ought to be. It is our business to go 
ahead and get the Exposition ready, furnish- 
ing privileges such as light, heat, and power. 
We can’t tell what those things will cost till 
we get further along.”’ ;

INSPECTED BY EXPERTS. 


The Exposition Buildings Without an Ap- 
preciable Flaw in Construction, 


The Exposition buildings at Jackson Park 
have received the approval of the Board of 
Expert Engineers as being without an appre- 
ciable flaw in construction. President Palm- 
er, acting for the National Commission, re- 
quested an expert opinion before he would 
accept the structure for dedication by the 
President of the United States. Following is 
the formal report submitted to the National 
Commission yesterday and unanimously 
adopted : 

The World's Columbian Commission—Gentle- 


men: In compliance with your instructions of 
Oct. 17 we have the honor to submit the following 


report: 

Fully realizing the time awarded us to be lim- 
ited, we immediatel roceeded to inspect the 
buildings of the World's Columbian Exposition, 
beginning Monday, Oct. 17. 

Manufactures and Liberal Arts--Being advised 
of the fact that this building was the one in which 
the dedicatory ceremunies Were to be held, we 
gave its construction careful and thorough in- 
spection, examining the floors, galleries. and grand 
stands. We found tbe construction of each to be 
eminently satisfactory, ample provision being 
made against every conceivable form of breakage 
or accident. In regard to the construction, 
fully appreciating the extraordinary width of the 
spens ard the magnitude of the work, we found 

t ample provision had been made to carry 
loads and strains of every description to which it 
might be subjected. 

183 this building a slight tremble 
in the gallery floor occurring the widest span 
was discernible, but this, in our opinion, in no 
way detracts from ite strength and stability. We 
would respectfully suggest, however, as this de- 
fect can be readily remedied that it be done. In 
all other particulars our judgment is that this 
building is eminently satisfactory. 

Machinery Hall—In our judgment this build 
in all its parts is f adequate to all strains an 
loads to which it will be subjected. 

Administration—In our opinion this building 
has been constructed with greatest care, every 
precaution having been taken in regard to its 
stability. 

Woman’s—We are of the 8 that this build- 
ing in all its details meets structural require- 
ments. 

Fisheries—Considering the novelty of the uses 
for which this building is designed, we are of the 
opinion that it has been constructed with great 
care and forethought in regard to strength. 

Fine Arts—We find this building to be in our 
judgment eminently satisfactory in its construc- 
tion. ~ 

Horticultaral—All the 
construction are fulfilled in 
ing to our judgment. 

Forestry —While this building is constructed en- 
tirely of wood in a peculiar, primitive manner, 
no iron bolts, rods, or nails being used, it is our 
opinion that it meets fully all structural require- 
ments. 

Dairy—Although in designing and executing 
the work on this building a change of location 
was not contemplated, yet it has. withstood this 
severe test, Which is sufficient evidence of its hav- 
ing been constructed in a thorough and workman- 
like manner. 

Peristyle, Music Hall, and Casino—These struct- 
ures are notin a state of completion, but the 
work already accomplished has been thoroughly 
and substantially dene. ‘ 

Electricity—Our judgment is that this building 
is properly construc and is of the requisite 
strength and stability. 

Mines and Mining—This building, in our opin- 
ion, is fully up to the required standard of 
strength and stability. 

Transportation—We can find no fault in this 
— gg with regard to its strength and sta- 

ility. 

After having examined the general drawings 
and specifications of the above enumerated build- 
ings we believe that the various contractors, in 
carrying out their contracts, have fully complied 
with the requirements laid down and set forth in 
the drawings and specifications as to materials 
and workmanship. 

In conclusion we desire to express our thanks 
and full appreciation of the courtesy and kind- 
ness shown us by D. H. Burnham, Director of 
Works; also that of the other chiefs of depart- 
ments during our inspection, every ge being 
fully answered, all explanation and information 
willingly rendered. and every facility afforded us

MONEY FOR MR. HOPKINS TO SPEND, 


It Is Said That $50,000 Is Available for 
Democratic Campaign Purposes.

Judge Tree 
hastily left the meeting to confer with Chair- 
man Hopkins of the Cook County Democratic 
committee. Hopkins advised that the money 
in the hands of the Cable committee should 
be spent in Chicago in getting out the Demo- 
cratic vote, and Judge Tree was disposed to 
agree with him.

BETTER MAILSERVICE 


IT I8 PROMISED BY MR. WANA- 
MAKER FOR WORLD'S FAIR YEAR. 


He Confers with Postmaster Sexton and 
Arranges for Increased Facilities—In- 
dependent Offices Throughout the City 
to Be Abolished and Free Delivery Es- 
tablished—Address to Employes in 
Which the Inadequacy of the Postoflfice 
is Frankly Admitted—Municipal News. 

Before Postmaster-General Wanamaker left 

Chicago he devoted almost an entire day to 

an inquiry into the condition of the Chicago 

Postoffice, and he made several promises of 


the greatest importance to the city. Saturday 


morning Mr. Wanamaker conferred with 
Postmaster. Sexton, Assistant Postmaster 
Hubbard, and Supts. McGrath, Montgomery, 
and Thompson on the needs of the office. Mr. 
Wanamaker was convinced that Col. Sexton 
had been exceedingly conservative in his de- 
mands for greater facilities. 

Mr. Wanamaker promised to allow 100 new 
carriers for the main office, seventy-five to 
begin work Nov. 1, and twenty-five to go on 
the force Dec. 25, this year. He also ordered 
the discontinuance of the independent offices 
at South Chicago, Cheltenham, Windsor Park, 
Park Manor, Brookline, Calhoun, Cummings, 
and Englewood, and sanctioned the establish- 
ment of free delivery stations co-extensive 
with the territories at present covered by the 
eight offices which are to be abolished. 
Englewood will have a substation with 
fifteen carriers and South Chicago will 
be given a new  postoffice building 
and twenty carriers. Stamp and nioney 
order stations will be conveniently located in 
the suburban towns. Mr. Wanamaker prom- 
ised, moreover, to do all in his power to 
abolish the fifty-eight independent postoffices 
within the city limits and to establish sub- 
stations with free delivery. 

Mr. Wanamaker made an address to the 
carriers and cierks in which he said: 

I beg to say first of all that I never willingly put 
myself above the men with whom I am working. 
as lenjoy far more the opportunity of taking 
— good, strong, honest hands than standing up 

ere looking down upon your (I might say) bald 
heads. I have a great interest in the Postoffice at 
Chicago and have enjoyed my acquaintance with 
your chief and have stood ready at all times to 
give him such support as was in my power and 
one of the objects in my stayme over today, and 
that gives me the pleasure of meeting you. was 
to study out every point in the interests of the 
postal service committed tome and to improve 
this great city.

PASS ON THE SIZE OF THE CHANNEL, 


Drainage Board Attorneys Present an 
Opinion to the Commissioners. 

The question which caused a split in the 
Drainage Board some time ago as to whether 
the drainage channel for six miles, between 
Willow Springs and Summit, should be of 
300,000 or 600,000 cubic feet capacity a minute 
will be settled if the board accepts the opin- 
ion of its attorney, O. F. Carter, and its gen- 
eral counsel, John P. Wilson, presented at its 


special meeting yesterday. 

The opinion is that for three or four miles 
between the two places the channel should 
not be required to be 600,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity, while at Summit for about half a mile 
it would be required to be of that size. 

The opinion of the attorneys is also favor- 
able to the 12 of supplying the channel with 
the required amount of water by adjuncts on 
branch channels within the district in case the 
Chicago River cannot furnish it. 

Chief Engineer Williams in his report criti- 
cised the board for saddling upon the engineer 
more work than his department could per- 
form. He also objected strorgly to the 
board’s habit of passing orders for work with- 
out consulting him, saying that much of the 
time of his department could be saved by a 
preliminary understanding and discussion of 
the objects aimed at by such orders. 

Mr. Williams also submitted a report upon 
the subject matter of President Wenter's 
message to the board Oct. 12,in which Mr. 
Wenter urged immediate action for tem- 

orary relief by the adoption of the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal as the route from Ash- 
land avenue to Summit. Comparative esti- 
mates of cost are given of four different routes, 
showing that the canal route at $5,963,776 is 
$766,000 cheaper than any other and that the 
only objection to it—that it does not cleanse 
the South Fork—loses its force in view of the 
supplemental works which may be constructed.

— The 
Yankton Indian reservation, soon to be 
opened to public settlement, contains some 
choice farming and grazing land in close 
proximity to well-settled: communities, sur- 
rounded by all the advantages of civilization. 
This tract, comprising 400,000 acres, was 
reserved for the Yankton tribe of Indians in 
1858, when all the Sioux lands were on the 
east side of the Missouri River. Of this num- 


ber of acres ubout 200,000 have been appro 
priated by the Indians, under an act of Con- 
gress passed a few years ago, and is now in a 
fair state of cultivation.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


George C. Crowell, President of the Insur- 
ance company of the State of Pennsylvania, is in 
Chicago. He says that the situation in Philadel- 
ohia shows decided improvement. The Trades 
League, which made such violent opposition to 
the increase in rates ang the adoption of the co- 
insurance clause. has been brought toa clearer 
understanding of the situation and has turned its 
energies in the direction of better fire equipment. 
Rates are much lower there than here, President 
Crowell says. Upon some risks rates are three 
times as high here as they are in Philadelphia, 
and as a general average the rates here are prob- 
ably 50 per cent higher. The most notable dif- 
ference is on the large retail s¢ocks contained in 
stores of large floor area. Some risks of that 
character are carried in Philadelphia as low as 90 
cents. 


F. H. Wagner of the firm of Christian & 
Wagner, insurance agents in Minneapolis, was in 
_this city yesterday seeking to secure the codpera- 
tion of the general insurance agents of Chicago, 
with those in Minneapclis, in order to control the 
agents and if possible put a stop to the practice of 
sv many stroet agents of dividing their commis- 
sion with the insured asa bribe to secure their 
business. 


Manager Fischer returned from New York 
yesterday. He finds the New York insurance men 
much more cheerful over the outlook than they 
were a while ago. The coinsurance clause is 
working to their satisfaction, and they are also 
getting considerably better rates on many lines 
of risks. In addition to that the fire loss itself 
has been satisfactorily light recently.

Insurance company of Hartford. Conn, with his 
wifo and a party of friends, arrived in Chicago 
last eee: Sunday night the party left for 
a trip * way of Omaha and Deadwood %% Mon- 
tana.

The recent Englewood fire, which caused a 
loss to companies of $100,000, has changed the 
opinion of some managers regarding the desira- 
bility of suburban risks.

IN HIS OWN DEFENSE. 


GEN. MILES’ OPEN LETTER TO PRESI- 
DENT HIGINBOTHAM. 


He Explains Why He Would Not Allow 
the Troops to March in Either the 
Civic Parade or the Dedication Day 
Procession—He Quotes His Orders from 
President Harrison as to the Kegulars— 
Claims That the Presence of Infantry 
Would Have Delayed Either Parade. 


The following open letter was sent yesterday 
by Gen. Miles to President Higinbotham of 


the World's Columbian Exposition: 

Cnicado, Oct. 24—Mr. H. N. Higinbotham, 
President World’s Columbian Exposition, Chi- 
cago, III.-My Dear Sir: Now that the events of 
the last week have passed into history, it is due to 
you as President of the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition, to the public, to the press of Chicago, and 
to myself, that I should address to you this com- 
munication. 

I was asked, with four other citizens of Chi- 
cago, to take chargo of the social event to be 

iven to the distinguished guests who were to be 

ere here duri the dedicatory exercises, and 
arrange for such entertainment as was thought 
advisable. The brilliant reception at the Audito- 
rium Oct. 19 was the result, and requires no com- 
ment. 

You will remember that it was originally de- 
signed that there should be three days of cere- 
monies, the civic day, the military day, and the 
day for the formal edication of the buildings. 
Being asked by the joint Committee on Ceremo- 
nies to take charge of the civic parade as well as 
the military exercises, and also directed by the 


ment forces, as far back as the 13th of November, 
1891. I took the necessary measures for the proper 
allot ment the Stato troops and 
the matter be brought to 
of the Governors and 
Legisiatures of the respective States in order that 
arrangements might be madein ample time for 
the accommodation of the troops to take part in 
the ceremonies. On the löth of March, 1892, I 
communicated with the War Department witu a 
view to having the regular troops here by the first 
day of October to take part in the exercises. July 
13, 1892. 1 addressed another communication to 
the War Department on this subject, defining 
further the details of such ceremonies, and on the 
Ast of the same month 1 forwarded tothe head- 
quarters of the army a report of what arrange- 
ments bad been made by the joint Committee on 
Ceremonies, giving details for the three days. and 
in reply to this communication I received the or- 
ders of the President, as follows: 

‘** Headquarters of the Army, Adj utant-Gener- 
al’s Otfice, Washington, Aug. 5, 1892.— The Com- 
manding General, Department of the Missouri, 
Chicago, III. — Sir: [bave the honor, by direc 
tion of the Major-Geueral commanding the army, 
to communicate the following, his instructions 


advance of the time fixed for the dedication of 
the Exposition buildings: 

After full consideration of the subject and con- 
sultation with the President it has been decided 
impracticable to concentrate the troops at Chica- 
go in advance of the time for the ceremonies at- 
tending the dedication of the Exposition build- 
ings, or to cause them to engage in military 
maneuvers other than the review usual on such 
occasions. 

The President thinks it will be impracticable 
for him to give more than two days to the cere- 
monies at Chicago, one for the civic parade and 
the second day for the military review and dedi- 
cation ceremonies. 

Ine troops should remain at Chicago not to 
exceed two days, and should be quartered at or 
near the Exposition buildings, and be provided 
with subsistence by contract at so much per man 
per day for the number of men and number of 
days for which supplies are actually furnished. 
Very respectfully, . WILLIAMS, 

95 Adjutant-General. * 

It will be seen that the time of the cere monies 
in which the regular troops were to be used was 
fixed by President Harrison to include only two 
days, and all contracts for supplies and for the 
transportation of these troops had to comply 
with this decision. And 1 would invite special 
attention to the fact that the President directed 
that the troops should not be caused to engage in 
military manevvers other than the review usual 
on such occasions. This made it imperative, so 
far as the military was concerned, to confine the 
exercises to two days. It would also have been 
unjust to the tens of thousands composing the 
civic parade to compel them to wait for the march 
of the military organizations, and was not 
willing to increase the magnitude of that already 
immense procession. As it was many of the men 
had to be on their feet during the entire day 
without food or water. The procession neverthe- 
less passed the reviewing stand inside of three 
hours, witbout delay. Had it continued for eight 
hours as was done in the recent procession in 
New York City, and thus paralyzed all communi- 
cation and business in the city, it would have 
added to the discomfort and suffering of the 
people who witnessed the parade, to say nothing 
of the tens of thousands in the procession and 
those arriving at the various railways with no 
means of getting to their homes or hotels. The 

‘ivic parade was in every sense of the word satis- 
factory. 

I now refer to the march of the procession from 
the Auditorium to the reviewing grounds in 
Washington Park and thence to the Exposition 
buildings, and here allow me to call attention to 
the fact that it was never intended to make it an 
occasion of great military importance, as, more 
than a year ago, the Adjatants-General of thicty- 
four States gathered in convention in this city 

ind decided to have, between the 5tb and 20th of 
August of next year, a national encampment of 
100,000 men, approximately, within thirty miles of 
Chicago. it has always been intended to reduce 
the expense and strength of the military on this 
vecasion to a minimum. 

When the arrangements were made for the ded- 
icatory exercises it was imperatively demanded 
by your administration that the ceremonies 
should commence in the Manufactures and Lib- 
eral Arts Building as near 12 % as practicable in 
order to give the 140,000 people present opportu- 
nity to return to their homes before night. In 
carefully considering the subject after every inch 
of ground had been measured it was found that it 
would be — impossible to march the infantry 
over the ground and to hold the review referred 
to by the President within the time nec- 
essary for the guests to be in the Manufactures 
Building. Upon examination of the route it was 
found that there were not less than six horse car 
lines, two cable lines, and two railroads to be 
crossed, all of which would .be engaged at that 
time in carrying the public to the grounds and 
which have proven inadequate to accommodate 
tbe crowds assembled at the Exposition grounds 
the Zist. It was finally decided that the mounted 
troops should act as an escort to Washington 
Park, a distcnce of six miles, and thence to the 
Manufactures the Liberal Arts Buildings, two 
and seven-eighths miles beyond, This afforded 
an opportunity for more than a half million of 
people along Michigan avenue, the Grand boule- 
vard, throngh Washington Park, and the Midway 
Plaisance to witness the large procession of emi- 
nent men representing the three codrdinate 
branches of our government, all the governments 
of the world, and officials of the States. 

That more of the citizens of Chicago did not 
take advantage of this procession, the equal of 
which, considering the men and what they repre- 
sented, has never n seen on this continent, was 
due not to myself, but to certain newspapers of 
Chicago which unfortunately represented that 
thé procession would not be worth seeing: hence, 
hundreds of thousands remained away who would 
have been glad to have occupied the line of 
march from the Auditorium to the Exposition 
grou nds. 

Why these representations were made 1 am un- 
able to understand, nor am I able to understand 
why such a universal demand should have been 
made to mass a large body of troops down in the 
overcrowded districts of Chicago, moving on 
streets and past railways where over a hundred 
thousand people were moving to take the differ- 
ent routes to convey them to the Exposition 
grounds, and especially why this demand should 
be made the infantry should be in the vicinity 
of the Auditorium when the President's instruc- 
tions required that they should be six miles away, 
and the World’s Fair officials knew that it was 
imperatively necessary that they should be within 
the Exposition grounds or on the reviewing 
grounds at Washington Park at that time. 

From information that 1 have received I am 
led to believe that this clamor or demand that the 
infantry should be brought down to the Audi- 
torium was not originally instigated or prompted 
by the journalists or any one interested in the 
good of the public, but by quite a different party 
and for an entirely different object. 

It is proper for me to report that, by my letter 
te you of Oct. 17, and your letter of the same date 
to the Governor of lilinois, all arrangements were 
made to place threeregiments of IIlinois troops 
in the grounds and along the line of march where 
they could guide and assist the people in going to 
the buildings where the dedicatory exercises were 
to take place, and the Brigadier-General in 
command of the three regiments was especially 
informed of the position each regiment was as- 
signed to on the map of the Exposition grounds. 
Regardiess of this fact, tue morning of the 
Ast he caused to be abandoned that part of the 
grounds assig to his troops, marched the 
three regiments to Washington Park. refused to 
take the proper | mye ve assigned to the troops of 
this State, crowded other troops out of their po- 
sition, causi unnecessary delay and confusion, 
and delayed t o entire procession. Such action 
would jeopardize the safety of an army and dis- 
grace a State. To correct this evil I was obliged 
to move a battalion of United States cav- 
alry to the Fair grounds and occupy the 
line of march with cavairy from the 
plains who could keep the line clear, 
but were unable to give the assistance and in- 
formation required to the vast mass of people 
who were moving to the building where the exer- 
cises were to take place. This action of one offi- 
cer, together with the delay incident to crossing a 
dangerous and ill-constracted viaduct, was the 
only delay in the entire line of march. 

I feel it is due to you ana the public to know 
these facts, and, having completed the duties as- 
signed to me and my connection with the Expo- 
sition, Itake this occasion to extend to you my 
— appreciation of the civilities aff ＋ me

Stock Market Opened Strong, but the First 
Prices Were the Highest for the Day— 


Leading Grain Markets React Sonie- | 


what from the Weakness of Saturday

The official statement of the earnings of the 
North Side and West Side Street railway systems 
Thursday. Friday, and Saturday of last week of- 
fers an interesting basis for computation in re- 
gard to the possibilities of traflic on these sys- 
tems next year. In those three days the two 
companies carried 1,640,400 passengers, The earn- 
ings for the three days are as follows:

These are ‘tremendous ' earnings by both 


systems, but the showing is much more favorable 
to the North Side than to the West Side, consid- 
ering the cupitalization of the two companies. 
The average daily earnings of the North Side 
company were $10,348, against daily average earn- 
ings last year of $6,306, making the average daily 
increase $4,042. The average daily earnings of 
the West Side lines were $16,991, against $11.470 
for the same days last year, an average daily in- 
crease of $5,521. It would not, of course, be war- 
rantable to suppose that the earnings of these 
two systems will average so large during the six 
months of the Fair as they did . on these three ex- 
ceptional days. But for the sake of seeing what 
the possible limit of increase might be it is in- 
teresting to note what is the result of such a cal- 
culation. 

If the two roads should show an average daily 
increase for the whole period the Fair is open, 152 
days, the gross gain for the North Side company 
would be $735,000, or 14.7 per cent on the stock, 
and for the West Side company $1,004,000, or 10 
per cent on the stock. This, it will be noted of 
course, is the gross increase. About 40 per cent 
of gross earnings are now left after operating ex- 

nses aro paid, but Mr. Yerkes says that a further 
increase of business from the present standard 
would not be followed by. a proportionate increase 
of expenses. Making a iberal estimate then, and 
saying that instead of the present 40 per cent net 
this gross increase will result in 60 per cent of 
that amount in net increase, we have a possible 
increase in net earning of 6 per cent for West 
Side stock and 8.8 per cent for North Side stock. 
This, of course, is unreasonabie, for no one sup- 
— that the business for half a year will run as 

eavy as it did in these three exceptional days. 
But in these three daysthe companies did ali the 
business it was physically possible for them to do, 
and therefore this calculation may be set down as 
the utmost limit that can result from the increase 
of business between May 1 and Nov. 1. 1893. 

The action of the stock market yesterday was a 
— to those people who became infected 
wit exceedingly bullish sentiments during the 
three days’ vacation and put in some time run- 
ning about in an endeavor to pick up stock at ad- 
vanved prices over last Wednesday's closing fig- 
ures. The opening of the market was exceed- 
ingly strong for the street railway stocks. There 
were ovidently orders to buy at opening prices, 
whatever those prices might be. The first quota- 
tions showed marked gains, being 220 for West 
Side, an advance of 1% points, and 271 for North 
Side, an advance of 24% points. The supply 
of stock that came out at these figures 
quickly cooled tne enthusiasm of the buyers 
and prices sagged ra apy. West Chica stock 
went down to 217 and North Side sold off to 268. 
(\stensibly Philadelphia was doing nothing, but 
indirectly Philadelphia sold stock at the opening 
to prevent too rapid an advance and later bought 
the stock back at lower prices. The market 
iJiustrated how little therd is to it without the 
cobberation of the Philadelphia contingent. Con- 
ditions were favorable to active trading and 
higher prices, and if Philadelphia had led such a 
movement the public would have come in to a 
cor siderable extent, but the moment it was 
found that Philadelphia was taking no active 
part prices slid off with alacrity.

Pacific Mail Fails to Renew Its Contract 
with the Panama. 

New Yorx, Oct. 24.—In regard to the re- 
port that tne Pacific Mail Steamship company 
and the Panama railroad company are to 
sever their relations and that the steamship 
company is to make a con‘ract with the par- 
tially built Inter-Ocean railway of Honduras, 
having its gulf terminal at Puerto Cortez and 
its Pacific port in the Gulf of Fonseca, the 
following statement, issued by the New York 
agency of the Panama railroad company, is of 


interest : 

The Panama railroad company is in the market 
for steamers to run both on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Oceans in connection with the road after 
Feb. 1, 1893. The reason for this is that at the 
last moment the renewal of acontract with the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company fell through, the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company having declined 
to execute it. We understand that tbeir refusal 
was caused by the dissolution of the Transconti- 
nental Association, which had been paying to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company a large stipu- 
lated sum for the carriage of certain traffic. 

Vice-President Houston of the Pacific Mail 
company says: The trade withthe Panama 
Railroad company is off.
